Each  and  every  free,  able  bodied,  white  male  citizen,  be- 
tween tlie  ages  of  13  and  4n  ye;us,is  liable  to  do  milil.nry  duty, 
except  the  following,  viz  Vice  President  of  »be  United  States, 
judicial  and  executive  of&cers  of  the  United  States,  nriembers 
and  Officers  of  Con;^ress,  custom  house  officers  and  clerks, 
post  masters,  and  mail  Carriers,  ferrymen  on  post  roads,  in- 
spectors of  exports,  pilots  and  mariners  in  acvual  service,  ex- 
ecutive councillors,  judges  of  the  superior  and  of  all  other 
courts  and  their  clerks,  members  and  officers  of  ihe  Legisla- 
ture while  in  session,  re?;isters  of  deeds,  attorney  general, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  officers  and  students  of  college,  pre- 
ceptors r.f  academies,  ministers  of  the  gospel,  military  officers 
who  have  held  commissions  in  this  state  or  any  other  state  in 
the  Union  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  been  re2,ularly  dis- 
charged, or  who  may  hereafter  hold  commissions  as  aforesaid

empted from  military  duty. 

The  annual  company  inspection  is  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
May.  Each  captain  p;uades  his  company  once  in  each  year, 
in  addition  to  the  annual  inspection  in  May.  Each  regiment 
parades  once  a  year  for  inspection  and  review,  between  the 
1st  of  Sept.  and  th**  15th  Oct  Tiie  major-general  leviews 
at  least  thr-'e  regiments,  and  the  brigadier  generals  the  re- 
maining regiments  of  each  division. 

In  time  of  peace,  nr  greater  body  of  the  militia  than  a 
regiment  can  b«?  called  together,  without  permission  of  the 
CominanJer  in-Chief.

CHAP.  I.-Sec.  VUr. 

It  is  deemed  disreputable,  and  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  Fellow  or 
Associate  of  this  Society,  in  the  capacity  of  a  Physician  or  burgeon, 
to  advise  or  consu.t  with  any  person,  unless  he  has  one  or  more  of 
the  following  qualifications. 

1.  He  shall  have  been  duly  examined  and  licensed  by  the  Cen- 
sors: Or, 

2.  ile  shall  have  received  the  degi-ee  of  Bachelor  or  Doctor  of 
Medicine  at  some  University  :  Or, 

3.  In  case  he  has  come  from  some  other  State  or  Country,  lie  shall 
have  produced  tu  the  Censors  such  evidence  or  testimonials  of  his 
qualifications  for  the  practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  as  they 
shall  deem  and  certify  to  be  sufficient. 

And  every  Fellow  or  /Issociate  who  shall  consult  with,  abet,  or  as- 
sist, any  person  not  qualified  as  above,  or  who  has  been  expelled 
from  the  Society,  either  by  visiting  his  patients,  or  advising  with  him 
in  any  way  »i-hatever,  shall  for  such  offence  be  disqualified  from  vot- 
ing at  any  n,  eeting  for  one  year ;  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  and 
repriiiiand  of  the  Council,  and  in  aggravated  cases,  to  expulsion. — 
Provided  nevertheless,  'J  hat  it  may  be  adiuissib  e  for  Fellows  or  As- 
sociates to  consult  with  practitioners  n  >t  regularly  licensed,  who  en- 
tered the  practice  prior  to  the  year  1810,  and  who  are  reputtd  for 
integrity  and  morals,  l;ut  if  in  any  case  a  diiTerence  of  opinion 
should  arise  as  to  the  necessity  or  propriety  of  such  consultation,  the 
rase  shall  be  referred  to  the  Council.

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  is  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  interior  Courts  as  Congress,  from 
time  to  time,  may  establish.  The  present  judicial  establish- 
ment of  the  United  States,  consists  of  a  Supreme  Cowrt,  of 
twenty-eight  District  Courts,  and  seven  Circuit  C«uits,  wiiich 
are  thus  organized ;  V^e  Supreme  Court  is  composed  of  one 
Chief  Justice  and  six  Associate  Justices,  who  hold  a  Court  in 
the  City  of  Washington  annually;  besides  which,  each  of 
these  Justices  attends  in  a  certain  Circuit,  comprising  two  or 
more  Districts,  appropriated  to  each,  and,  together  with  the 
Judge  of  the  District,  compose  a  Circuit  Court,  whi«h  is  hold- 
en  in  each  District  of  the  Circuit.  The  District  Courts  are 
held,  respectively,  by  the  District  Judge  ato«e.  Appeals  are 
allowed  from  the  District  to  the  Circuit  Cf)urts,  and  from  the 
Cticuit  to  the  Supreme  Court:  and,  in  some  cases,  where  the 
inconvenience  of  attending  the  Court  by  a  justice  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  is  very  great,  the  District  Courts  are  invested 
with  Circuit  Court  powers.
